Dear Friends in Rushville: 
Of course you get tired of the 
same old vegetables! So many 
of you have said so. and written 
in asking for new ways to pre­ 
pare some of the favorites. While 
I believe that very little cooking 
of vegetables, and cooking them 
in only a small quantity of wat­ 
er, with only a suspicion of su­ 
gar, a very little salt <no soda!) 
and then seasoning with butter, 
is the very best way to serve 
vegetables, there are otiier good 
ways much appreciated by the 
family. And how much appre­ 
ciated by the woman who must 
plan three meals a day. every 
day! 
Baked w’hole vegetables have 
been discussed hero; and from 
time to time we talked about 
deep fat 
fried 
vegetables 
but 
sauted and broiled vegetables are 
also delicious and worth know­ 
ing 
about. 
Sauted 
vegetables 
pronounced so-tayed with 
the 
accent on 
the tay) 
are 
those 
cooked in a frying pan in shal­ 
low/ fat, the pieces being turned 
many times. They may *be plain 
or dipped in egg and crumbs or 
other mixtures. 
Broiled 
vegetables or 
grilled 
vegetables are those dipped in 
egg and crumbs or other mix­ 
tures, or melted fat and laid on 
the grills of 
the 
broiler 
and 
cooked as meat is broiled; they 
are cooked on one side, then on 
the other, turned again possibly. 
As a rule vegetables to be sauted 
are first par-boiled. 
Illustrated is a savory, sauted 
eggplant, made by par-boiling 
an egg plant, cutting it in slices 
about one third inch thick, dip­ 
ping the slice in fine cornmoal, 
then in 
mayonnaise, 
then 
in 
cornmeal again, aud sauteing in 
hot fat until each side is golden 
brown. Delicious with meat. 
Articho ke Hearts 
Canned artichoke hearts are 
sold in all parts of the country. 
They are prepared like the egg­ 
plant and the family will ask 
again and again for these; use 
butter for this sauteing. 
Pan Fried Cabbage 
To fry saute cabbage, first boil 
the cabbage until tender. Then 
drain. 
Pack into 
a 
glass 
or 
earthenware dish and press the 
cabbage down, placing it under 
a weight of at least five pounds. 
(Use the*flat iron on a plate, if 
nothing else is available). When 
cold, slice as cold mush is sliced, 
and fry in melted butter. Sprin­ 
kle browned crumbs on top be­ 
fore serving. 
Panfried Carro ts 
First bo il the carro ts. Slice in 
quarters and saute in ho t fat. 
Seaso n with a little salt and pep­ 
per. 
To make glazed carro ts, co o k 
eno ugh bro wn sugar to co ver; 
and be sure that the carro ts are 
o nly par-bo iled instead o f co m­ 
pletely tender when they are I 
put in the frying pan. Fo r very 
yo ung carro ts, no previo us bo il­ 
ing is required. 
Panfried Cauliflo wer 
First wash carefully, and pick 
into flo werlets a yo ung head o f 


cauliflower. 
Par-boil 
it 
then 
brown in "hot fat in which two 
tablespoons of onion have been 
browned. 
Or after washing the 
cauli­ 
flower cook it whole, let cool, 
then slice, dip in beaten egg. in 
fine crumbs 
or cornmeal, 
and 
then pan fry in hot fat. 
Or these slices of the cooked 
cauliflower may be treated like 
the egg plant; dip them in corn­ 
meal seasoned 
with 
salt 
and 
pepper then into 
mayonnaise, 
then again in cornmeal. Lower 
in a frying basket into deep, hot 
fat and fry until golden brown. 
Fried Celery 
Select rather large stalks of 
cclcry. Pull the stalks apart, cut 
off tops, wash, boil until tender] 
and cut the pieces into two inch 
lengths. Dip each in cornmeal, 
then batter and cornmeal again. 
Fry about twro minutes in deep, 
hot fat. Use a fine mesh frying 
basket for best results. 
Another method is to cook the 
celery, and saute the pieces in 
hot fat, seasoned with salt and ! 
pepper. 
Fried Parsnips 
The pan frying method of pre­ 
paring parsnips makes an unus­ 
ually delicious dish. Boil the 
parsnips first until tender but 
not soft. Slice, dip in molasses 
and then in flour and saute un ­ 
til brown. 
Fried Summer Squash 
Small squash is treated like 
the parsnips. Boil, cut off the 
flower end, slice in thick slices, 
dip in flour and saute. Or dip in 
cornmeal, 
then 
in 
batter 
or ] 
beaten egg. then in corn 
meal 
again and fry in deep hot fat. 
Vegetable Scrapple 
One 
medium 
sized 
onion, 
minced; one 
medium 
carrott, 
minced; one half green pepper, 
minced; one cup cornmeal; one 
tablespoon salt; three and one 
half cups boiling water; one cup 
chopped peanuts. 
Cook all but the peanuts to­ 
gether for 
about one hour, or 
until thick. Beat in the ground 
or chopped peanuts, and pour 
the mixture 
into a bread 
pan 
rubbed with shortening. Let get 
throughly cold. Then slice like 
mush, and pan fry. Appreciated 
by those who won’t eat meat.
